The Bull-Dog. 0 

Allu.lon. baxlog been made to the great antiquity of the o 
bull dog In the chapter on the mretlff, It will be unneceaaary for b 
u. to recapitulate In the present Instance wbnt we said before U 
concerning the claims of rival breeds to be regarded aa the f most A 
ancient variety of the Brlilsh dog. Few, however, can be found t( 
who refuse to award the bull-dog the honor of being considered q 
our national dog, for no variety of the canine species Is so univer¬ 
sally Identified, both at home and abroad, with Great Britain, aa q 
the subject of the present article. Bull dog pluck and endurance o 
are Qualifications eage'ly cherished by Englishmen of all classes; p 
and q |t wou'd be manifestly unjust to deprive this dog of the tIUe « 
which bas been so universally awarded him. * 

No breed of dogs has provoked more discussion than the aub- t 
tect of this chapter, and In no canine controversy has party c 
fpplimr run so high, and so many uncomplimentary epistles f 
beeocxchanged. The result, however, of the sngry battle of t 
words has been so far s gain to the 
breed as to cause a perceptible In¬ 
crease In the number and quality of 
the exhibits at the principal shows, 
and, In the year 1875, It was the 
means of Inducing several breeders 
to unite, and form the new bull dog 
club, which has drawn up the scale 
of points now received by tbe vast 
majority of breeders throughout tbe 
country, whether members of the 
club or not. Now that there seems 
to be some sort of unanimity be¬ 
tween the various schools, the vsrlety 
bids fair to prosper; and though from 
Its excitable temperament the bull¬ 
dog Is not Ukely, In spite of Its many 
high dalma upon public favor, to be 
a general pet, It la gratifying to all 
lovers of this our national dog when 
they find It slowly, though surely, 
emerging from the hands of the resid¬ 
uum of the canine world, and taking 
its proper piece in tbe kennels of a 
superior class of breeders and exhlb- 
ltors. The ^ain to the dog will, we 
believe, be Immense, for In tbe un- 
happy poelttoo Into whlclrithad fallen 
the bull-dog had but slender oppor¬ 
tunities of proving to the world that 
Its Intelligence was at least equal to 
that of tbe average run of dog. 

Chained up for weeks and months In 
damp cellars or dark confined hutches 
In miserable alleys, what chance bad 
the poor brute of developing even 
that ordinary degree of sagacity 
which Is expected to be found In an 
animal endued with sight and Instinct! 

What possibility could there be that 
a creature 60 treated could beget off- 
spring Inheriting any of the better 
mental qualities which are naturally 
present In the hull-dog, sud which are 

developed In many dogs now before the . 

public, whose lot bas been cast In happier places than the habita¬ 
tion of a low scoundrel whose blow preceded his comnand, and 
who only noticed his wretched companion when desirous of par¬ 
ticipating with him In some revolting piece of cruelty. In which | 
the dog, through his Indomitable courage, was destined to take 
a conspicuous part! How the bull-dog ever came to be so 

nearly monopolised by this class of Individuals Is capable of ex¬ 
planation by the theory that when bull baiting ceased to be a 
fashionable recreation In this country, yet before It was absolutely 
prohibited by law, the sport was carried on by the lower classes, 
and tbe dog naturally came Into their pqpseeslon, there to remain 
until the efforts that were periodically made to extricate It should 

at last succeed. _ .. 

The sntlqulty of thlif breed Is Indisputable, mention being 
made of It by Edmond be Langley, In his work, the Mayster 
of Game," the M8. of which we have consulted In the British 
Museum. It la there alluded to by hlmjuoder.the title of Alauut, 
and Is subdivided by him Into three classes; but perhaps It may 
he as well to give the description as contained In tbe ' Mayster 
of Game :** « 

" Alaunt is a maDer and nutre of houndes, and the good 
Alauuts ben the which men depyn Alauotx gentU. Other there 
byn that men depyn Alaunts ventreres. Other byn Alaunts of 
the bocberle. Tbel that ben gentile shuld be made and shape aa 
a greybounde, evyn of alle thlngea, sauf of the heved, the wblche 
•hold be greet and ihort" After some further remirks, this 
same dog Is said to gladly “ renne and bite tbe bora.” * Also 
tbel renne at oxen and at sheep, at awyne, and to alle other* 
beestts, or to men, or to othere houndes, for men hav teyn 
Alaunti sle her maystlr;" and, furthermore, they are described 
aa being “ more stnrdy than eny other maner of houndes.’ 

The second class of thla dog la thua noticed: “ That other 

nature of Alton! t Is clepld veotrerea, almost tbel bene ahapoo aa 
a greyhonnde of ful shap, tbel hav grete bedes, and greet llppee, 
and greet eerie. And with such men hslpetJb hem at the baltyng 
of e boole, and ette hnntyng. of a wtlde boor.

Tbe third division: " Tbe Alannts of the bocherie la soch aa 
ye may alle day see in good tonnes that byn called greet bochera 
bound la. Tbel byn good for tbe beytyng of tbe bulle and huutyug 
of tbe wllde boore, wbedlr It be wt grelbonndls at the tryste 
wt rennyog houndls at abbey with tnne tbe covert*." 


Wbat ever distinction there may have been between tbe above 
three varieties of Alaunt In the days of Edmund de Langley, 
and though tbe anonymous writer on the works of Arrian de¬ 
scribes these as above, and only attribute, to the first two 
varieties an admixture of pore Celtic blood, It appears to ua that 
the Alanot la, without a doubt, tbe parent strain from which 
tbe present bull-dog I. descended; and although the mastiff Is 
alluded to by Edmund de Langley In bla work. In addlUon to the 
three varieties of AlaunU, we can (till discover no caueo for 
altering our previously expressed opinion (see chapter on mas¬ 
tiff,-) that tbe bull dog and mastiff originally sprang from tbe 
same origin—vlx., tbe mas tire or bandogge, which Is allnded to In 
Dr. Cains' book, and bas been before quoted In this work on the 
article on mastiffs. Before leaving tbe subject of the " Mayster 
of Game" we desire to Impress upon our readers three Item, 
contained In the extracts we have quoted; first, the dog was 
.Aort-ficed; secondly, he was used to bait the bull; and thirdly, 
when be attacked It or other anlnule he bung on. The first and 
tblnl of these characteristics are present to a remarkable extent 
In the bull-dog of the present day. 

In the work of Dr. Calus, written In the reign of Queen 
Elisabeth, mention Is made of the mastlve or bandogge, as being 
a dog “ etubborne, eagre, burthenous of body (and therefore 
but of little ewlftnee*), terrible and feareful to behold," and which 
“alone, and wythout anye help at al, he pulled down first sn 
huge bear*, then a parde, and last of al a lyon, each after 
other before the Frenche KlDg In one day." This description 
of Cslns’s, relating aa It does to the mastlve, which has already 
been alluded to In the “Mayster of Game” as a peaceable dog, only 
tends to strengthen our previous conviction that the two breeds, 
Alaunt and mastiff,had by some means or other become amalgama¬ 
ted,only to be again separated by the later breeders to sui t the re¬ 
quirements of the tlmee In the manner we have before suggested. 

In the later works on the dog, mention of the bull-dog Is fre¬ 
quently occurring, and all writer, are unanimous In their prslses 
of the dog’s coursgesnd boldness In attack. Tbe matter of slae has 
provoked more discussion than any other feature In connection 
with this dog—one party holding out for a great, lumberiDg, long- 
faced dog, nearly as big as the bull Itself and destitute of any pre¬ 
tences to symmetry In Its appearance; the other side advocate tbe 
claims of a large-skulled dog, of medium slxe—forty to fifty 
pounds—with the short head described by Edmund de Langley In 
the ’’ Mayster of Game.” As regards the respective merits of the 
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two dogs there can, In an unprejudiced mind, be no hesitation 
In accepting the latter as the correct type. In tbe first place, 
supposing bull-baiting were again in vogue, what could be the 
use of using a large dog for the work when a small one can do 
It as well If not betterl secondly, even assuming for the moment 
that a hundred years ago or more, the bull-dog was the coeree- 
looktng creature some of Its admirers ssy It was, Is this breedto 
be tbe only one In which no refinement Is ever to appear! We 
do not hold with Improving a breed off the face of the earth, 
and have no sympathy with those who attempt to do to; but If 
we could by any surgical operation bring onrsolves to look upon 
some specimens we see at show, as representing the correct type, 
we should gladly avail ourselves of any opportunity for refining 
and Improving tbe breed. 

Again, In baiting the bull the dogs usually approach him 
crawling along the ground on their bellies, and the recall would 
be that a large dog would stand a much greater chance of falling 
a victim to his antagonist’s horns. In this opinion we are 
supported by written authority aa well aa by all the gentlemen 
who have bad personal experience of bull-baltlng with whom 
we have conversed on the .object- Amongst thsae Is Mr. Lears, 
of Sunbury-on-Thamea, who, though born In the first yesr of the 
present century, still puts to sbsme many of hla Junloru, when 
handling tbe rod or gun, and who, In hla youth, waa present at 
bull-ball Inga Innumerable. According to this gentleman, a hull 
was rarely slaughtered In Devonshire—for this la Mr. Lear* t 
native country—In former tlmee without being first subjected to 
tbe ordeal of baiting by doga In every respect resembling tbe 
boll-dog aa hereafter described. Tbe weight was between forty 
pounds snd fifty pounds, a largar one being suspected—no doubt 
correctly—of having a mastiff Croat; and a abort ntrvum note 
waa eagerly sought after aa enabling the dog to breath* when 
hanging on to the note of the bull. 

During tbe last century It waa the almost Invariable custom 
to bait a ball before slaughtering him; and It waa not solely on 
account of the "sport" entailed that thla proceeding was in 
vogue, for there was a prevailing opinion that the flesh of a bull 
which bad been baited waa Improved In quality by tba exertion* 
which ba had to put forth to defending himself from hla canine 
assailant. Whether tbit theory wee correct or not we decline to 
decide; but very tsuch the some Idee U In existence In the pres¬ 
ent day aa regard, hares, many people being of the opinion that 


the flegh of a coursed har* la far superior to that of one which 
bas been shot 

Some difference of opinion bas risen, too, aa regards the 
length of face In this breed, s statement having appeared In 
print to tbe effect that the nose should not be too short, and 
rather implying tbat a medium length from the skull to the tip of 
the nose wsa desirable. Such heresy against the accepted opto- 
Iona of all recognized authorities could only emanate from the 
pens of those either completely Ignorant of the subject upon 
which they were writing, or else In possession of a strain which 
differed materially from the British bull-dog, under whatever 
designation they might appear. 

Attempts have also been made to improve the breed of bull- 
doge existent In tbe country by the addition of a sq-called Span 
lsh cross. What waa tbe precise advantage to be derived from 
tbe introduction of the blood of a Spanish bull dog we are st a 
losa to conjecture, as the animal selected for resuscitating our 
national dog was the notorious Toro, a red-brlDdled dog, with 
cropped ears, weighing some ninety ponnds, and displaying 
many Indications of a mastiff cross. From what we have heard 
front various sources It appears that Toro, lu spile of the asser- 
tlon of the Kennel Club 8tud Book to the effect that both his 
parents were pure-bred Spanish bull-dogs, Is supposed by many 
of bis admirers to be descended from some English bull dogs 
which were exported from this country to Spain several y.ars 
ago. Now, assuming for tbe sake of argument tbat both these 
theories can be correct, we still fail to discover from the appear¬ 
ance of Toro how he could possibly be of service In Improving 
the bull-dog ss It now exist* In this country, the main object of 
succeaaful'exblbltora being to eliminate all traces of the mastiff 
In their doga, as such would tend to plsce great obstacles In 
their success under a competent Judge. That Toro may possibly 
be a perfect specimen of the Spanish bull dog we will not attempt 
to deny for we consider the breed apocryphal, but we unhesitat¬ 
ingly assert that the Introduction of his blood Into our English 
kennels must Inevitably be attended by the most pernicious con¬ 
sequences, and It to to be hoped that breeders will adhere to tbe 
blood that our ancestors possessed, without being led astray by 
tbe wtlea of the charmers, charm they never so wisely. 

In tbe year 1874 Mr. Theodore Basset,the well-knowu fox-terrier 
indge astonished the bull-dog world by Importing an “ African" 
bull-dog, and exhibiting him at our shows. This dog, Leon 
bv name, had, like Toro, been deprived of bis ears, and though 

3 superior to the latter In every bull¬ 

dog characteristic, was very s on 
after his first appearance relegated, 
by tbe good sense of his master, to 
the foreign dog class, where his line 
proportions have been fully recog- 
nlz d, as his many successes testify. 

Having thus warned our readers 
against attempting to Improve the 
bull-dog by a foreign cross, It be¬ 
hooves us to likewise put them on 
tbelr guard against the great, coarse, 
lumbering-looking dogs sometimes 
met with at shows. These animals, 
though possibly in themselves show¬ 
ing little trace of mastiff blood to 
the unlDlttated, cannot deceive a 
practical breeder, and the result of 
an alliance between one of them and 
a young Inexperienced admirer's 
brood bitch will almost Invariably be 
years of disappointment on the show 
bench, coupled with vain endeavors 
at home to rid the strain of the nox¬ 
ious taint brought In by tbe inju¬ 
dicious selection of the founder of 
the stud. 

The bull-dog has undoubtedly suf¬ 
fered considerably from his associa¬ 
tion with Ihe lower classes of the 
community; and amongst other un¬ 
desirable practices which have crept 
In In connection with the breed is 
the abominable mutilation resorted 
to by some breeders In order to 
shorten tbe length of the upper jaw, 
and turn tbe nose well up. Iu tbelr 
endeavors to attain tbe above object 
the operators In the flr6t Instance 
sever the middle and two lip-strings 
which connect the upper lip of the 
dog with the gum; when this Is sat¬ 
isfactorily accomplished, a sort of 
small wooden block, hollowed so as 
to fit the face, to applied to the out- 
n I side of the upper Jaw In front, and being smartly hit with » 

* I mallet, has tbe effect of compressing the bone and cartilage oj 
e the nose as deelied. Naturally the operation has to be performed 
o when the unfortunate puppies are of an early age, and tbe bones 
it and muscles of their faces are soft and susceptible of compres- 
e- ston. An Instrument technically termed the “ Jacks" Is then

Tax English Gams Laws.—The Introduction Into the House 
of Common* of the resolution of Mr. A. P. Taylor: “ That In 
the opinion of thta Houae, the existing game law code main¬ 
tained for the purpose of preserving certain wild animals for 
sport Is nnjust to the farmer, demoralizing to the laborer, and 
Injurious to the whole community, and ahonld therefore be 
abolished,” was the subject for a warm and excited debate. The 
text of Mr. Taylor’s resolution was the basis of his argument In 
Its favor. To us hla estimate of the Injury to farmers and labor¬ 
ers by the game laws seems magnified to an abeurd degree. He 
certainly exhibited a lack of knowledge of the question In hand 
when he stated that 11 there >aa no game law In the United 
State*, from one end to the other, though It was quite true they 
protected wild animate, a* we do, without any game laws at all.” 
Mr. Taylor's resolution was lost by a vote of 160 against 87 In 
Its favor. _ 

Du. Vhlis’s Collection.— The Agricultural Society of Illi¬ 
nois have purchased the entire collection of birds of Illinois put 
up during the last fourteen years, by Dr. J. W. Veils, secretary 
of the Chicago Academy of Sciences. The collection Includes 
some three hundred and twenty specimens of birds and mam¬ 
mals, and was bought for the exceedingly low sum of 61,000. 
The best Judges are of the opinion that no finer specimens of 
orntthologlcil taxidermy arc to be found to the United States. 
’The entire lot have been forwarded to Springfield, where the 
animals will be exhibited In a tine building admirably adapted 
for the purpose. Dr. Velle repeatedly refused to part with these 
specimens at any price until they were bid off by parties who 
will not only give them the beat exhibition, but will see that they 
have the beat of care.__

scenery; salubrity of climate, resources, and plethoric game 
districts; cloalug with our game aud fish laws, with suggestion 
of the neceaaairtee demanded to Insure a hunting excursion 
pleasant and successful, ae also the best route to rescb wbat we 
claim to he the Sportsman’s Paradise. If we succeed in exhibiting 
ihe climatic advantages offered to the Invalid, and the Invigorat¬ 
ing character of the atmosphere, to tbe oyer-worked business man 
seeking a Summer resort, wherein he may spend bla vacation 
both pleasantly and healthfully; and point oat to the young man 
the merits we possess In our virgin soil, waving plateaux, and 
mountain ranges,with tbe Inducements that these natural features 
extend to those seeking permanent homes In tbe new empire, 
we shall have been well remunerated for our labor. 

If we devote this article almost entirely to the praise of our 
own beauty, for the purpose of placing ourselves In a fairer light 
and broader plane than others have placed ua In, we beg our 
chivalrous brother sportsmen of the states not to throw the 
Chicago Field and ua down, and charge ua with egotlem un¬ 
blushing. It Is our purpose to show that the average Western 
man will compare favorably with hla brothern of the old settle¬ 
ments; that he la now, and hat Been, engaged for the past quarter 
of a century. In a more laudable and manly avocation than the 
murder of hla neighbor, and the slaughter of the per Indian; aa 
be has been from time to time charged with by tbe sentimental¬ 
ist who la shaping the legislation in matters pertaining to Indian 
management: In whose weak, criminal, and Imbecile administra¬ 
tion are furnished all tbe factors <n the sum of Bucb barbarous 
butcheries aa the Custer, Little Big Horn, tnd assassination of 
Colonel Thornhurgh. and a large portion of bla command near 
Milk river, In Colorado. Ia«t Autumn 

It does seem to us that tbe powers that govern would, ere now, 
have lost confidence In the class of people—the elect—to whom 
has been given the unenviable mission of’clvtllzlng the untutored 
savage; that a successful Sundav-school superintendent or 
teacher has not, as a rule, proved himself either a competent 
governor of an Indian agency or above tbe seductive Influence of 
the ring. 

Being deeply Interested In the Indian's successful manage- 
ment, and keenly alive to whatever affects his welfare, the 
Western man la always found aiding by bla talents and personal 
Influence every measure calculated to secure jieace on the bor¬ 
der. Our people advocate the transfer of the Indian manage¬ 
ment to the War Department, believing that the Interest of both 
government and Indians would be best served by such a change, 
for the reason that the army officer would bring with him In hla 
administration of tbe Indian question tbe valuable experience 
and observation of years of service amongst tbe Indian tribes, 
the possession of which Is the chief and royal road to success, In 
their case. 

Allow the war department a trial, and you shall hear of “wars 
and rumors of wars” no more throughout the land, and fewer 
Milk river disasters to chronicle. If the red man be dealt with 
honestly and faithfully, aa the government so richly provides and 
designs he should be, and scat er to the four winds the whole In¬ 
dian ring, from commissioner down to tbe cguaw-man, leaving 
no germ to propagate filching and dishonesty, and we repeat, 
with the transfer to tbe department of war, we shall hear “ Lo, 
tbe poor Indian," no more. 

We take the liberty o' saying that tbe territories have assumed 
a significance and a grandeur that was little dreamed of twenty 
y < ars ago. The nieQ who have cast their fortunes In the " Great 
American Desert,’’ who have reared everlasting monuments to 
their Industry, are not to be underestimated. They are the earnest, 
enterprising representatives of tbe best talent aud beat energy 
from the old countries and the slates, who have torn loose from 
hereditary Ilea to face danger and endure hardships in the great 
cause of national and human development. 

It baa taken talent and energy to prove that our mountains are 
pregnant with useful and precious metals, the value of which la 
not appreciable to the human mind. That our fertile valleys are 
capable of producing food in quantities sufficient lo feed treble 
our national population, and that we are possessed with a king¬ 
dom complete In Itself, of health, beauty aud wealth. 

Such a country 1* certainly the place, par excellence, to build a 
home, for either the artisan, professional man, capitalist or 
laborer. Brains find a ready market, recognition and employ¬ 
ment, but they must strive and not take It for granted that such 
commodities are sufficiently scarce to warraut unjust criticism 
and fault fludtng. Willing hands ire also needed lu tbe work of 
developing onr great resources, and we can assure any one who 
cornea here and seeks employment, with a determination to do 
something, he will not fall to Hud It. Drones are aot needed In 
this hive of bumau Industry aud enterprise; here everyone must 
work. The day has passed when Idleness Is tolerated. 

Much that la written of the morala and manners of the West 
In general Is far beyond the pale of truth. We believe that It 
we should say, that nearly every Itemlxer, from the manager of 
tbe metropolitan journal, down to tbe senseless penny s-lluer to 
the backwoods paper comes to the West with the mind prepos¬ 
sessed with glaring absurdities, and with an unelaatlc determina¬ 
tion to realize absurdities only, we would not be far from the 
facto. Wby this should be ao la partially explained by the morbid 
taste* that have been fostered by the press In detailing the ex¬ 
periences, true or manufactured, of some Bohemian, or a worse 
oharecter, a la long-balred, persimmon ranger, as western people 
dub them, which smack of the crude, the rough and the seml- 
barborous To point out tbe reckless aud rollicking characters, 
to tell of marvelous escapes from Indians, only after the most 
daring feat* of horsemanship, such ss leaping down mouutaln 
declivities, swimming rivers filled with Boating Ice; and In the 
running fight excelling either Carver ■ r Ruth In rlfie-sbootlng; 
picking off Indiana right, left and rear; all of which time their 
fiery broncho la going at headlong speed, nostril* dilated and 
taortlng fire, mane and tall spread to the cold November morn, 
etc., etc , Is magnificently popular. But to write of model men, 
to enlarge upon tbelr well-conducted business enterprises, to 
tell of our reading-room*, libraries, excellent school system, 
churches and literary aud mnslcal societies, would fall like a 
" chilly drlxale after a glittering rainbow .' 1
